When the critical position 
of the Stereguschtchi became evident, I hoisted my flag on 
the cruiser Novik and went with the Novik and the cruiser 
Boyarin to the rescue. But as five of the enemy’s cruisers 
surrounded our destroyer and as their battleship squadron | 
was approaching, I did not succeed in saving the destroyer, 
which foundered.

“at 9 o’elock, fourteen of the enemy’s ships assem- 
bled before Port Arthur, and a bombardment was begun 
with the heavy guns of their battleship squadron at long 
range. This last occurred at 1 o’clock in the afternoon. | 
It is estimated that the enemy fired 154 12-inch shells. ' 
The damage to our vessels was insignificant, and they are 
again ready for battle. Our losses were: One officer 
slightly wounded, one soldier killed and four wounded. 


»The illumination of the sea at night by the search- ged 


lights mounted at our batteries was most satisfactory, and |. 
several! times isolated shells from our batteries forced the 


enemy's torpedo boats to retire. With the commencement 
of the bombardment at dawn, the guns of the fortress re- 
plied to the enemy’s fire. 


The crews of all the ships engaged gave „ prosteat re- 
markable coolness in action. Below decks, the work of the 
day followed its ordinary course, in spite of the shells fall- 
ing between the vessels and covering them with fragments. 


A bombardment at such a distance must be regarded 
as ineffective, but the Japanese cruiser Takasago (second 
class, 4227 tons) is reported to have been seen to suffer 
serious damage, the extent of which, ‘however, it was im- 
possible to ascertain at a distance of five miles.

| ALEXIEFF TRANSMITS REPORT.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 11.—Viceroy Alexieff has sent 
the following message to the Czar:

This is the true 
and only position which official rep- 
resentatives of the government should 
occupy in the pendiag controversy. 
The President is right in enjoining 
such discretion on the part of officials, 
@ome of whom are apt to be carried 


| away by an excess of zeal for one 


side or the other, according as their 
-sympathics may lead them. 
In a time ie the present, the sen- 


gitiveness of both combatant nations 


is abnormally keen, and acts or words, 
thOwever innocent in themselves, are 

to be misconstrued or exagger- 
ated if coming from à person repre- 
genting tho government in however 
obscure a capacity. Therefore every 
government official, from the highest 
to the lowest, should be on his guard 
to avoid both speech and action which 
may be susceptible to such miscon- 


‘struction. This is the purpose of the 


President's order, and it is both wise 
and timely. The private citizen, in 
his capacity as such, is of course priv- 


need to say almost anything he 


(pleasés within reasc?, and to do any- 
‘thing not violative of the 

conditions of neutrality. But this is 
‘an entirely different ;roposition, fe: 
the private citizen represents merely 
himeelf, and he is solely responsible 
for his actions, whiie the humblest 


of the United States govern- 
ment represents the government to 
dome extents As the President says, 


it is difficult for officials to avoid giv- 
ing offense to one or the other side, 
ven when performing their duties 
with scrupulous care. But it is clear 
that “to such unavoidabie causes of 
offense, due to the.performance of na- 
tional duty, there must not be added 
any ‘avoidable causes.” 

The efforts which have been made 
in some quarters to make it appear 
that Secretary Hay has been actuated 
in his conduct of the State Depart- 
ment by pro-Japanese sentiments 

Yo have failed utterly to make 
an impression at St. Petersburg, and 
the reports that have been sent from 
the Russian capital from time to time, 


intimating resentment on the part of 
the Russian government toward the 
government of the United States, ap- 
pear to have been entirely without 
foundation.* Count Cassini, the Rus- 


sian Ambassador at Washington, has 


already taken occasion to express the 
entire satisfaction of his government 
with our position. This assurance is 
confirmed in a dispatch from. St. 
Petersburg, under date of March 10, 
in which Secretary Neratoff, of the 
Russ‘an Foreign Office, is quoted as 
declaring that the Russian govern- 
ment “regards Secretary Hay's atti- 


tude since the eommencement of the 


war as courteous, correct, and con- 
ciliatory.” 

This is a sufficient answer to the 
mischief-makers who would like to 
make it appear that the Secretary of 
State, in his management of the Far 
Eastern q.icstion, has sought to favor 
Japan at the expense of Russia. As 
a matter_of fact—and it is known 
of all fair-minded men—Secretary Hay 
has conducted this whole difficult af- 
fair with marked ability and discre- 


tion from the beginning of the trouble 


down to the present moment. This 
fact is ful'y recognized, not alone in 


Russia ind Japan, but at all the cap- | 


itals of Europe. Our attitude will con- 
tinue to be “courteous, correct, and 
conciliatory,” notwithstanding the at- 
tempts of ill-natural critics at home 
and.abroad to make it appear other- 
wise.

En- 

tirely apart from the moral side of the 


question—and in connection with the 


modern style of dancing much might 
certainly be said under that head— 
there is no doubt that the intmoderate 
exertion of dancing for a whole night, 


in an ill-ventilated room, is altogether 


bad, from a hygienic standpoint. Del- 
lente girls, who would shudder at the 
idea of walking a mile, succeed, under 
the combined stimulus of music, 
brilliant lights, and close contact with 
the opposite sex, to which is not infre- 
quently added alcoholic stimulants, in 
performing an amount of physical 
work that would tax a ‘longshoreman, 
under normal circumstances. The next 
step is for them to take to stimulants 
of various kinds to remove the bad 
effects of the inevitable reaction, after 


the excitement is over. Then, the 


downward path to nervous prostration 
and an untimely death is easy. 


ONG-RANGE EDUCATION. 

While cheap postage has greatly 
aided the dissemination of informa- 
tion, and has facilitated commerce 
between the States and the nations, 
it has also served to spread among 


the people folly, and sometimes fraud. 


One of the recent developments of 
the cheap postal rates, under wh 
an ounce of matter can be sent over 
three thousand miles for two cents, 
is the teaching of various things by 
mail correspondence | as 
they are called. It is really 
dinary to note what a variety of sub- 
jects enterprising Americans have 
picked up to be taught through the 
mails—a sort of mental long-range 
gunnery, as it were. Judging by the 
extensive advertisements inserted by 
these people in the magazines, some 
of them costing hundreds of dollars 
for a single insertion, the business 
must be very extensive, and very 
profitable. In one number of a widely 
circulated monthly there appear ad- 
vertisements offering to teach by 
correspondence, nursing, medicine, ad- 
vertisement writing, music, law, engi- 


neering — mechanical, electrical, 
steam, marine, civil and mining— |

surveying, architecture, metallurgy, 
navication, book-keeping, shorthand, 


languages, plumbing, and, last but not 


least, “how to converse.”

VENTURA. 
SKINNER CASE REVERSED. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
VENTURA March 11.—Bugene Skin- 
ner of Los Angeles and Santa Paula 
met defeat in the lower court here a 
few days ago in his sult against the 
L. Cerf company. Today the Superior 
Court, Judge Wilbur sitting for Judge 
Ewing, reversed the case and handed 
down a decision in Skinner's favor. The 
suit was brought by Skinner for the 
rental of property in Santa Paula. A 
few months ago he entered into a con- 
tract with Julian Cerf, one of the cor- 
poration, by which the Cerfs leased the 
Skinner property for five years at a 
monthly rental of $50. Ten dollars of 
the amount on the first month’s rent 
vas paid. Two months’ rent were due 
when the suit was brought, and Skinner 
entered suit for $90. The defeniants 
claimed that the contract had never 
been brought up nor discussed at any 
of the meetings of the corporation, and 
had never been officially acted upon, 
and that the action of one member did 
not bnd the firm. This contention was
